The president conferred first with Democratic leaders 
Kern 


and Chairman Newlands, of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission 


'onunittee, who, it was understood, after a canvass of the congres- 
sional situation, had concluded it was feasible to get it before con- 
gress before adjournment, as an amendment to the pending bill to 
ncrease the membership of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
ome sort of an expression that the railways should be authorized 
to make rate increases to meet higher wages and to provide some 
ort of machinery for arbitration for similar disputes in the future, 
possibly along the lines of the Canadian Commission. 


Just before the president went to the capitol the brotherhood 


eaders, impatient at the delay of the railroad executives in reply- 
ng to the president's last proposal, declared that only the unqual- 
fied concession of the eight hour day or some action by congress 
o cause the government to operate the railroads, could prevent the 
hreatened strike. 


On all sides the president's visit to the capital was taken as in- 


Seating that the situation had reached a crisis. 


Among the railway executives it was said that any plan for leg- 


islation suggested by the president would have to be considered 
rat that the inclination of the railway heads was to stand solidly 
in their demand for arbitration of the present dispute. 


When he finished conferring with Senators Kern and New- 


tuidt, President Wilson came to the door of his room and,said to in- 
liiirers: 


"I came hero on certain matters of legislation. That is all I

Then after making the foregoing 
announcement,

Wilson returned to the White House without conferring with any 
ne else and without making any further explanation of his visit.

Late this afternoon the railroad executives adjourned without

Fair License Ordinance 


Believing that the license fee of 


$100 per clay for street fairs to be 
a prohibitory Bum JIayor H. II. 
Kaps, Saturday morning vetoed 
the ordinance passed at a recent 
meeting of city council by.a vote 
of 5 to 1. 


The mayor's letter to city coun- 


cil on the subject is as follows:. 


. • August 26, 1916. 


To the Honorable City Council, . 


City of Portsmouth, Ohio. 


Gentlemen: 


1, hereby on this 26th day of 


August, 1916, exercise my right of 
veto, which right is given me by 
the statutes of the State of Ohio, 
on n certain ordinance passed Aug. 
]G, Ifllfi, entitled "Ordinance to 
amend Section 123 of the 
Scd Ordinances of 
the City 
of 


Portsmouth, State of Ohio, passed 
July 1st, 1903, and providing for 
the licensing of circuses, menager- 
ies, theatrical performances, mo- 
tion picture shows, street fairs 
and street carnivals, concerts, ex- 
hibitions and performances." By 
this communication I desire to ex- 
ercise said right and state herein 
to your Honorable Body my rea- 
son for so doing. 


I realize that this ordinance 


\v;is passed by the city council by 
a vote of five of the members of 
council ih favor of said ordinance, 
hut 1 cannot conscientiously, and 
in face of my official duty, and 
my duty to the citizens and prop- 
erty owners of the city of Ports- 
mouth, approve said ordinance. 


.My reasons' for 
vetoing 
the 


aforesaid ordinance is simply for 
the fact that said ordinance im- 
poses a tax on street fairs in such 
an amount as to prohibit these ex- 
hibitions from being shown in 
the oily of Portsmouth, and does, 
nit tend to regulate them, which 
I iielievc should be the real spirit 
of the ordinance and the 
inten-1 


tion of your Honorable Body in 
passing same. I am earnestly fa- 
vorable to the taxation of street 
fairs and believe that this tax 
should be high enough to insure 
the city good clean exhibitions 
and to cover any expense that the 
city might be put to through its 


Police Department, by reason of 
the holding of these exhibitions in 
tiie city. 


I sincerely believe that one hun- 


dred ($100.00) dollars is excessive 
as a tax on such exhibitions be- 
cause it is so high that it would 
tend to keep out all exhibitions 


of this sort. My idea oka tax of 
this kind would be the sum of 
fifty ($50.00) dollars, which I be- 
lieve would be sufficient and in- 
sure the city clean amusement.

THE TRUTH TO TELL 


The good roads <l»y, let it be frankly said, can not be char- 


acterized as > distinct success. .It is true that considerable im- 
provrment was made on the road and that portion of it from Lu- 
c-«sville to beyond Clifford was put in excellent condition, far bet^ 
ter than the whole of it has ever been heretofore. 
But the work 


w»s done by the diligent efforts of a few, assisted by the county 
with the cutting out of the drains. 
With a hundred man 
and 


twenty more teams the trail could have been made in the one day 
the best through highway there is in all Scioto county. 
But no 


great general interest could be aroused and only a few 
farmers 


along the trail,did a full part. It isn't pleasant to have to say this, 
but it is the plain truth. ]fis a truth rather hard to understand, 
especially considering the position past and present of 
some of 


tho«e refusing any sort of aid. 
Maybe a feeling manifested in a 


remark, passing down the thinned line of workers may offer some 
explanation of a lack of general enthusiasm. This was: "We farm- 
era pay the taxes, the town people wear the roads out with their 
automobiles and now 'we are expected to fix them up at our ex-- 
pense and labor." But it isn't the right feeling. It isn't founded 
upon fact, justice and self interest. 
The farmers pay road taxes, 


but they pay but little inore than one-third of the total. Ports- 
month and the other incorporated towns of the county 
pay well 


over two-thirds. 
Proportionately they pay more for it is a notor- 


ious f»et that town realty is valued much higher in ratio to its ac- 
tual value than arc farm lands. Another thing is all the road 
taxes go to highways along farms, not a dollar to city or village. 
Xor is it fair to say automobiles wear out the roads. They do, of 
course, in part, but not even in the greater part. 
More country 


vehiclea pass over any given road than do town cars and do more 
harm to them in the aggregate. 


The most important project Scioto county can undertake is 


that of securing good roads. The plans and work towards the end 
thoald be approached in a broad and tolerant spirit, on the part 
of the whole county, not by assumption that one section 
is con- 


triving to attain its desire 
by placing burden 
upon another. 


The attainment, with the rather limited' resources of the county, is 
necessarily going to be slow, but a common purpose and a com- 
mon understanding and good will can bring it about in a reason- 
able time.

THE MISFIT CHILD 


Tile misfit child is always mentally peculiar, though he is far 


from being mentally deficient. Our schools are full of such 
chil- 


dren, and they are universally misunderstood. These children are 
lijually torn "short" along some lines, but are often "long" on 
ah equal number -of lines. 
Some of these little folk have very lit- 


tle capacity 
for 
mathematics, some as little for spelling or for 


music, while others show an. aptitude for manual training, drawing, 
,or mechanical work of any kind. Some 
possess singularly 
little 


ability for language, some have no artistic souse, others 
seem 
to 


have only artistic sense and little practical sense. 


Our public schools make scant provision for 
these, various 


kinds of "misfit" children. 
The schools are adopted to the "aver- 


age child," and woe betide the child who does not lit the system. 
But our educational system Should be for "all the children of. all 
the people," not for some of the children of some 
of the 
people. 


We admit without question that a eolor-hlind child may succeed in 
life even though he never learns all the colors; 
without 
argii- 


ment we allow a child to pass through the schools who can never 
play or sing a note correctly. Even a child totally devoid of aesthe- 
tic sense may be looked upon as the best pupil in school; but if a 
child fails to do all the number work which no one knows who de- 
cided he must do, then such a child is retarded, 
discouraged and 


/ finally dumped off the educational scrap heap, if he manages 
to 


survive the compulsory school-age limit. 
Who was it that 
de- 


cided that to succeed in school or in life everybody must know all 
the prescribed mathematics? 
Who was it and by what authority 


did he decide that technical grammar must be mastered by every 
one? Why is it more necessary to parse than to sing? Why is it 
more desirable to do manual work 
than to' recognize 
colors?—

The facts iti the famous Zaph sanitary sewer, which was built 


in private property and for which the oily council passed au ordi- 
lancc to pay, have been looked up by The Times and ttiey are as 
ollows. This sewer begins at the center of Kinney's Lane and al- 
ey west of Chillieothe street, north to first alley, north of Kinney's 
Lane and east through said alley to what would 'be Sunset avenue, 
verc it dedicated to the city. The sewer is practically all on the 
/aph property, which is entirely private property, none of the streets 
and alleys having been dedicated to city iise. 


Specifications for the sewer were drawn by Samuel G. Har- 


per, cily engineer, but whether in his private capacity as advisor 
to Kaph or as city engineer, is not stated. 


Work on the sewer was begun by the Schmidt-Watkius Com- 


pany, uudor contract July 10th and was finished by them on July

sewer was introduced, along with a number of other 
ordinances, 


by the street committee of council, and was passed by council. The 
street committee says the ordinance was handed to it. by the solicitor 
along with others and was assumed to be all right. The solicitor 
says that the request for (he drafting of tho ordinance came to him 
with estimates along with others and he assumed, of course, 
that 


it was all proper and had been approved by the city service di- 
rector. The latter says he did not approve the ordinance and first 
knew of it when it came up in council.

matter up to the city engineer who furnished the estimates.
